HONGKONG INVASION 


~STOUTLY 


RESISTED 


ON MANY FRONTS 


The “attack” on Hongkong, which was staged for the 
benefit of the forces taking part in the annual “war 
games,” began in the early hours of Saturday. There 
was no formal declaration of war, but the sighting of a 
large flotilla of Pacifican warships and troopships was 
followed by an order in Hongkong for general mobilisa- 


tion. 


An ‘attack on Kai Tak airport on Saturday morning 
proved very successful, and was followed 
afternoon :by.two battalions of the.enemy..landing.. at.

aircraft and destroyers. 


There was little resistance and 


Au Tau Police Station was captured. The enemy then 
marched inland and entered Ho Pui Pass. © 


‘ Almost simultancously, —_ other 
landings were reported and by the 
late afternoon the enemy had a 
strong foothald on many parts of the 
mainiand. 

At the same time a considerable 
force, which had been ‘landed in 
Chinese territory, advanced overland 
to the Castle Penk Rond and at- 
tempted a drive down the Canton- 
Kowloon railway. It reached Teipo 
about 9 pm, on Saturday but was 
cheeked there by detachments of 
defenders. 

The ‘force which landed at Au Tau 
was similarly checked when met by 
strong defence forces at Tsun Wan.

year; all, of course, handwritten, 
ml signed and often drafted’ by 
the Secretary of State himself. 

They took days or weeks on the 
way.

Potato Points 


POTATOES roasted slowly In thelr 
skins are most easily digested. 
Rub the dirt off with a saucepan 
scourer, sluice them under the tap, 
prick them here and there with a 
skewer to allow the steam to cscape 
and put them into a cool oven wet, 
They will then be deliclously mealy. 

If they are cut in half longways 
and sprinkled with grated cheese, 
which can be toasted golden brown 
under the grill, they make a tasty 
dish for lunch or supper. 

When potatoes are boiled in the 
ordinary way use os little water as 
possible and after straining them 
shake them vigorously in on open 
doorway. Then put the pan, with 
the lid off, at the side of the stovo 
for a few minutes and shake occa- 
sjonally. The potatecs will be 
and mealy. 

Fricd and roasted potatoes pre not 
necessarily as indigestible os many 
people suppose. Use aos little fat as 
possible, dredge them fn flour and 
tnke care to have them well cooked 
through, without being too hard on, 
the outside. , 

Raw potatoes, thinly peeled, have 
a natural under-skin that prevents 
from sonking in. It is best, 
therefore, when cooking for people 
with delleate digestlons to {ry or 
roast potatecs in their raw state 
rather than to boll them first,

ARGUMENT FOR. 
PREPAREDNESS 


Lithuania has bowed politely, 
if with -some unwillingness, to 
the rude Polish demands for re- 
establishment of friendly  re- 
lations between the two coun- 
tries and for reinstatement of 
normal commercial — relations. 
The whole situation is most 
ironical, In the first place, 
Lithuania’s grievance is one of 
long-standing and perfectly well 
founded. Relations were broken 
off in 1920 following the Polish 
seizure of Vilna anda |. 
corner of the new Lithuanian 
state. Poland’s subsequent at- 
titude-is- reminiscent. of. that. of 
other powers whose tactics have 
betn to bully weaker neighbours 
into accepting their will. That 
ig no new departure in foreign 
affairs; history ‘is full of such 
instances of stronger powers 
dictating to the weak, with a 
total Inck of consideration. But 
many people fondly hoped the 
world had progressed beyond 
such tactics. There had been 
violations of the “new code” in 


integrity of nations which it was 
hard to surrender. Now, how- 
ever, it seems to be the rule 
rather than the exception for 
the strong to ride rough-shod 
over the desires: and rights of 
the weak, their only excuse be- 
ing that the will of the majority 
must prevail. 

It is a feeble piece of reason- 
ing, especially when it is applied 
to. affairs between two nations. 
Majority rule within the con- 
fines of a state is well enough, 
and the basis of democracy ; and, 
when it comes right down to it, 
the world ‘would be well off if 
the will of the majority could 
deciae .every international issuc 
which threatened to develop 
dangerously. But without justice 
on the side. of the strong the 
majority system collapses, being 
without the foundation of prin- 
ciple,
